Ill  this  way,  too  niucli  importance!  is  jiiveii  (o  tho  tunc,  and  too  liltle 
to  the  words.  'I'he  acc(Mit^  of  the  wokIs  and  llie  aceonts  of  tlie  Chant 
sliouid  tally  as  much  a-  possible. 

In  order  to  i>roduc(;  j^realer  >iiiootliiiess  in  chaulinti'.  the  last  ac- 
cented s\  Ualiie  on  the  recitalion-nolt!  >liould  fm-m  the  comiueneemont 
of  an  iniajiinary  bar.  b(>fore  the  mediation  and  cadence.  ^  The  chief 
object  of  this  isto  ^et  rid  of  the  uiimcanini;'  pause  which  i-  apt  ti>  bo 
made  before  ila^  lune  (tf  liie  latter  part  of  the  Chant  is  taken  up. 
The  recited  part  sliould  be  -un^r  a-  nearlN'  as  may  be  at  tlie  same  lale 
with  tho  rest,  and  the  worcN  >liould  be  enunciated  wilh  an  accent 
ami  emphasis  similar  lo  that  which  an  intelli,2-ent  reader  >hould  adopt 
In  ordinary  readill^,^  There  is  no  reason  why  the  recited  jjortioii 
should  not  be  as  reverently  sunj.'-  as  the  terminalion.  Lot  the;  iiieau- 
'njr  and  the  various  accents  be  attended  lo;  let  commas  bo  regarded; 
and  let  breath  be  taken  at  all  the  semicolons.

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correctly  and  rcvorontly.  Ccrfniiilv,  whntevor  helps  uh  in  ihin  way, 
cniiblos  us  to  I'lillll  llio  ConniiiiiMl  ol  \\\o.  Apostle,  "  to  ping  with  the 
epirit,  niid  willi  the  iiiKlcisiiiiidiny  iilso." 

Ln!t  ine  u(hl,  tiiat  tli(.'  wonls  ui-  s\  llalilcs  printed  in  lar<,'e  letters  are 
not  to  liiivo  any  pan>e  made  on  iheuj,  but  einiply  to  have  a  strong 
Accent,  without  pause.
